MEDICAL NIGHT AID. 


THE MUNICIPALITY STATIONS. 


PROVISIONS FOR URGENCY CALLS 


Yesterday afternoon by invitation of Dr. 
Schiess Pasha, vice-president of the Municipal- 
ity, we paid visits to the two recently installed 
stations for response to urgent summons during 
the night for medical aid, under the guidance 
of Dr. Gottsehlich Bey, chief sanitary inspector 

The institution of such stations will ondoubt- 
edly supply a long-felt want, and such care 
has been taken in the organisation of this 
night service that we can safely prophesy 
success to the experiment. Should the public 
take advantage of the help in cases of urgent 
necessity thus offered to them by the Muni 
cipality, as will undoubtedly be the case 
when its value is generally known, the service 
will be extended and improved, and other 
stations will be established 

At either station, Gumrook and Attarin, 
two doctors are in attendance from 10 p.m. to 
6 am., while a third can be summoned from 
his house by telephone, should the necessity 
arise. One of these doctors is on duty, ready 
for any emergency, while the second is ina 
comfortably farnished bed-room in the station 
and assomes duty from the moment the other 
doctor is called out. A clerk is on duty all 
night to answer telephone calls and register 
the cases, attendants are always ready to assist 
the doctor, and there are also two shawishes, 
one of whom is always “on wateb.’ 

In the case of a call the doctor, sammoned 
by telephone (Gomrook No. 2026 and Attarine 
No. 2006), immediately drives to the house, 
provided with the necessary instruments and 
medicaments, all of whieh are handy and ready 
for use, while the second doctor is called to be 
ready for any other sammons which may be 
given. Inthe case of a patient being bronght 
to the station everything is ready for his or 
her immediate treatment, no matter what the 
case may be. Antiseptic, anesthetics, antidotes 
to all poisons, bandages, splints, restoratives, 
including one of the best brands of cognae, and 
such medicines as urgency cases might require 
are all ready for nse ; in fine, no detail has 
been neglected 

The principal room of either station contains 
an operating table for such minor operations as 
first aid in case of accidents necessitates, 
though should major operations, such as the 
amputation of alimb, be of immediate neces- 
sity these can be performed with the same 
facility. It will, however, be readily understood 
that at these stations only cases of urgency are 
treated, and the patient relieved from snffering, 
in so far as is possible, and prepared for transfer 
to hospital, should this be necessary 

Attached to this Municipal night service are 
six horse ambulances on the most modern lines, 
with rabber-tyred wheels, perfectly ventilated, 
and fitted so that the patient will be shaken 
to a minimam degree by the movement of the 
vehicle, while the attendants have been trained 
at the Government hospital in the bandling,of 
patients. Yesterday afternoon we had an ib 
Instration of the readiness of these ambulances 
for service. As we left the Gamrook station en 
route for the Attarine station, the ambulance 
was summoned by telephone to the latter, and 
on our arrival we fonnd it waiting for our 
inspection. 

Another point which has not been over 
looked is that of language. Not only is each 
doctor able to converse in two or more Earo- 
pean languages, but he is also able to speak 
Arabic fluently, and in the selection of the 
staff the knowledge of Arabic and some Enro- 
pean language has been a necessary qualifica 
tion 

It will thus be seen that in the organisation 
of this Service, which should be of great benefit 
to the Alexandrian public, every detail, minor 
and major, has been attended to, and great 
Dr. Gottschlich, under whose 
directions the work has been carried out. The

For the benefit of our readers we append a 
translation of the notice concerning these night 
stations recently issued by the Municipality :— 

The Municipality of Alexandria informs the 
public that it has just created a night service 
for Urgent Medical Aid which commenced last 
night. T'wo stations have been established, one 
at Attarine No. 85, telephone 2006, the other 
at Gomrook, Rue Halwaghi No. 18, telephone 
2026. The two stations are marked by a 
lettered sign, and a red light with a red cross. 
The service has been entrusted to six doctors 
__Dra. Akesteridés, Civiletti, and Sgouros for 
the Attarine station, and Drs. Dos Galli, Kohn 
and Levy for the Goomrook Station. In each 
station there will be in readiness, from 10 p m. 
to 6 am, two doctors, who will be prepared to 
offer their aid either at the station or at the 
hoase. The médical care offered at the station 
will be gratuitous. It will also be given 
gratuitously at the houses of persons paying 
less than £30 a year rental. From £30 to £100 
thecharge for a visit is fixedet P.T.-40. Up 
wards of £100 rental, the charge is fixedat 
P.T. 80. These'fees: will not be ‘paid to the

THE 
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COPE WHITEROUSE'S: VIEWS: 


Writing to the Journal of Commerce and 
Commercial Bulletin from New York under 
date of the Sist ult. Mr. Cope Whitehouse 
says -— 

In the weekly cotton cizcular, dated Alexan- 
dria, July 12, it is stated that “In consequence 
of the general mistrust in this country (Bgypt), 
caused by the crisis on the (Alexandria) Stock 


Exchange, the situation in this place has be- | ; 


come so difficult just lately that it is consider 
ed rather risky for the time being to enter into 
any engagement whatsoever for new crop.” 
The stock in Alexandria‘on Jaly 26 was 52,000 
bales, as against 47,000 bales in 1906, and 
86,000 bales on the same date in 1905. 

The world’s consumption, of Egyptiam cotton 
is about 70,000 bales a month. If, therefore; 
there should be any considerable holding back 
of the new erop it.would be felt at once through- 
out the entire world. There are twelve ports 
to which Egyptian cotton is con- 
signed. They include Boston, Barcelona, St. 
Petersburg, Odessa, Bombay and Yokohama- 
Kobe. The stocks at these points are, of course, 
insignificant in amount, Hitherto neither the 
Américan manufacturer nor his financial agent 
in this country has ever concerned himself 
with the arrangement made through Europe 
for moving the crop from the plantations to 
Alexandria, The payments have been arranged 
through London and Paris. It is difficult even 
now to awaken sufficient attention to the eri- 


tical situation so as to insure timely measures. | ; 


If, however, Boston, for example should find it 
expedient to establish a direct connection with 
Alexandria, so as to make itself entirely in- 
dependent ot the financial disturbances, doe 
to speculation in land and local securities, it 
would require about eighteen days to deliver 
gold to the cotton buyer and about five weeks 
to receive the cotton after it had been pur- 
chased. In spite ot the enormous holdings of 
gold in the United States, there is a curious 
feeling that there would be something morally 
wrong in sending $10,000,000 in twenty-dollar 
gold pieces to Alexandria for the next year's 
crop, which commences on September Ist. The 
alternative, however, is not to keep the gold 
but to continue to furnish it to London, Paris, 
Vienna and Contantinople to replenish their 
depleted resources. It is obviously more ex- 
pensive, as well as more uncertain in its results, 
to keep up the credit of a system of banks than 
to deal directly with the planter. 

The position rightly understood is simple 
enough. If Europe cannot guarantee to lay 
down in Alexandria at least $35,000,000 in 
sovereigns, twenty frank pieces, and Egyptian 
or Turkish pounds between August 15 and 


October 30, the United States mast send (say). 


210,000,000 in twenty-dollar gold pieces. If 
this shipment is to be effective it should be in 


large amounts, and forwarded, directly to i 


consignees who will undertake to ase it ex- 
clusively to move cotton. Anyone who knows 
thé Egyptian planter will readily onderstand 
that he will not enter into any discassion of 
amount of gold afloat. ‘The bayer must show 
him the coin, and the shipment from New York

SLAVERY IN EGYPT. 


Mr. Travers Buxton, of the British and 
Foreign Anti-Slavery Society, writes to the 
“Times” :— 

There is one important point in the great 
work accomplished by Lord Cromer in Egypt 
and the Sudan’ of which, so far as | am aware, 
no definite mention has been made in the 
appreciations of his administration which have 
appeared. I refer to his strenuous policy against 
slavery and the slave trade. 

In each annoal report on Egypt Lord Cromer 
has devoted special sections to slavery ; and a 
perusal of these official statements of the last 
tew years will show what anremitting attention 
the Consul-General has given to this question, 
and what real progress has been made. 

Twenty-fivetyears ago the suppression of the 
slave trade slavery was one of the most 
pressing and difficult questions which the 
Government had to face in Egypt. Now, the 
official reports of the last few years have stated 
that, althongh cases of kidnapping occur and 
attempts are still made to ran slaves to the 
coast in certain districts, the Slavery Depart- 
ment is active in checking the traffic, and 
slavery in Egypt may be said to be moribund. 

‘Two measures may be mentioned which have 
mentioned which have materially contributed 
to this result—namely, the establishment of 
a home for freed women slaves in Cairo which 
was initiated in 1884 under the auspices of 
Lord Cromer by a number of influential men 
both in England and Egypt,who formed s strong 
committee for raising the necessary funds, and 
the Slavery Convention which was drawn ap in 
1895 by the efforts of Lord Cromer and the 
late Sir John Scott. Of the former, Lord Cromer 
wrote that he regarded the Female Slaves’ 
Home as a most important part of the general 
machinery adopted in Egypt for the suppres- 
sion of slavery, and that he knew of no measare 
more calculated to hasten its entire disap- 


pearance. 

‘In the hoge area of the Egyptian Sudan the 
conditions are very different from those in 
Egypt proper ; for, as Lord Cromer reminded 
us in his last annaal report (published this 
year), “even the most advanced portion can 
scarcely yet be said to have emergtd from 
state of barbarism,” and the most important 
political question, in his opinion, is probably 
“how slavery may be completely abolished 
without causing serious disorder.” The anti-

I 
ventare to assert, however, that in an instance 
of this kind, he would have been unable to 
obtain redress otherwise than by taking the 
number of the policeman and threatening to 
report his inactivity. I have frequently ob 
served natives in the provinces using the 
principal thoroughfares as latrines with ab- 
solute anconcern in full view of a policeman, 
and whilst European ladies were passing 
within a few yards. About a week ago several 
ladies and children were bathing in the 
neighbourhood of Ramleh when they were 
joined by @’ native who afterwards removed his 
seanty bathing dress and proceeded to don 
his clothing in fall view of the ladies, although 


he might well have retreated behind a 
bathing hat near by | believe the law 
of the land does enable flagrant cages of 
| indecency to be dealt with, but the average 
provincial policeman dees not regard the 
utilisation of a public thoroughfare as a la 
trine in that light. I have travelled some 
what in the remoter paits of the world but 
I have never, in the course of my wanderings, 
| met with a people so lost to all sense of 
leommon decency as the fellaheen of the 
present generation, A great deal might be 
done by educated Egyptians in putting a 
stop to these unseemly exhibitions in the 
provincial towns and village, but, as in the 
case of cruelty to animals, they usually 
shrog their shoulders and say “they are like 


eattle and know no better.” Which is the 
ultimate truth, and if if be left to their 
fortunate fellow countrymen to instruct
